The admirable part of tho play had 
all through been the fielding. Nothing 
hit up in the air escaped. The accu- 
racy of the catching would have re- 
joiced the heart of old Clark, and made 
many a slow bowler envious of the 
pairs of hands. But the accuracy and 
skill of the catching was surpassed by 
the wojder of precision of throwing. 
A moment to lo k, a moment to get the 
proper equilibrium, and then the ball is 
hurled, "shaip and lor.," quite straight 
to the baseman's hands. No fumbling, 
no half-volleys, no wide throws. So 
accurate wa9 it that the exclamation of 
many a cricketre present was: With such 
throwing who wonjd not be a wicket 
keeper? The Philadelphians were un- 
able to make up their lost ground— the 
seventh inning of Boston and the ninth 
and last were both skunks, but in their 
last three hands the Blue StockingB had 
only made two, and at the end of the 
play they were only seven, whereas their 
conquerers were thirty-four. Had the 
game been nearer it had been better, 
but it sufficed to show the nrtnre of the 
play and many of the qualifications ot a 
good player. The lessons which it taught 
we -e, as we suspected, first, the immense 
adranta^ejof cultivating fielding. Could 
English cricketers throw and field as 
the Americans did we should see much 
less of mammoth scores, and matches 
would be far more interesting. Secondly, 
the advantage of losing no time. If the 
outside took the field with half thealac- 
shown by the Americans during 
base ball, or when the time, came for 
them to resume cricket when the base 
bell was done, far fewer matches would 
bo left drawn, and far more men wonli' 
be able to play. Jjastly, the necessity 
of playing for the side. A man's hit? 
tell in his favor when the record is kept, 
but they help his colleagues as much as 
himself. In the fielding, too, he con- 
stantly keeps in mind the necessity of 
enabling others to distinguish them- 
selves, and he know s that his unaided 
efforts are useless unless he is well 
backed up. A man, for instance, who 
has caught a catch when a player is on 
base, hnrls the ball at once to the base- 
man in the hopes of getting two birds, 
as it were, with one stone. All the 
player* play for the side, and not for 
themselveb. Individual prowess is 
merged in united success, and every- 
one cares more for his fellow than for 
himself. There can be no fear that 
cricket will be ousted by base ball. It 
has more variei y and many more phases. 
It is both harder work and greater idle- 
ness. Bat many men could find time for 
base ball who have no time fororicket, 
and in bringing under the notice of Eng- 
lishmen a game which has so many good 
points, and the great advantage of be- 
ing playable in three hours, they have 
conferred on us a benefit for which our 
thanks are due. 

Chicory in Uronnd Coffee, 

A preliminary examination of coffee 
for admixture is best made by gently 
strewing the powder upon the surface 
of cold water. The oil contained in 
coffee prevents the particles from 
being readily wetted by the water, 
thus causing them to flrat. Chicory, 
burnt sugar, etc., contain no oil, aud 
their caramel is very£uickly extracted 
by the water, with production of a 
brown color, while the particles them- 
selves rapidly sink to the bottom of the 
water. On stirring the liquid, coffee 
beco nes tolerably uniformly diffused 
wi.hout sensibly ooloiing the water, 
while chicory and other sweet roots 
qnickly give a dark brown tnrhid in- 
fusion. Roasted cereals do not give so 
distinct a color.

Norse traditions. This was 
considered the very central point of 

operations for many centuries, and even 
now the. houses are Norse, the people 
are Norse, and the language has a touch 
of the Norse which yon d« not find in 
the Orkneys nor iu Scotland. In fact, 
the people are altogether diflerent from 
the Scotch. Th i flaxen hair of the 
Northmen is everywhere Been, and tbe 
women are more comely than further 
south.

The islards are without trees, 
and although there is a good deal of 
land uuder cultivation the most of it 
is a wild waste, on which any one at 
will may rear his herds of sheep, and 
I the shepherd and his sheep and Ids 
dogs were everywhere to be met as we 
crossed over to Scalloway. Many of the 
flocks of sheep were of immense Bize, 
and every such flock was literally fenced 
in by men and dogs, and roamed up 
and down among the hills and dells at 
will. 

There being no trees np^n the islands 
there is nothing for the people to burn 
but turf, of which there seems to be an 
inexhaustible supply. The turf beds 
are illimitable, not being, as in Ireland, 
confined to the low lands, but extend- 
ing oftentimes to the summit of the hills. 
The first turf beds are to be seen about 
a mile from Lerwick, and thence on the 
way for nearly four miles toward Scal- 
loway hillside and valley were covered 
with great t-tacks of peat, put np to dry, 
while the road was everywhere lined 
with women carrying this peat into town. 
And this, to me, was a most curious 
spectacle. You observe two industries 
of the island at once — the women per- 
forming both, and both at once. The 
Shetlands are famous, as everybody 
knows, for the fineness of tho wool of 
the sheep, and Shot and shawls are 
known the world over. Here they are 
very cheap, and are knit with marvelous 
skill. But what struck mc most, and 
was not withont its comical features, 
was the sight of caravans of women, 
each with a basket of turf holding about 
a bushel strapped to her back, trudg- 
ing along the road into town in her bare 
feet and everyone knitting as she went. 

Of hundreds that I saw of these turf 
carriers there was but a Bingle man, 
and he was very old.

keep themselves warm. A few of the 
wealthier classes burn coal, bnt the 
common fuel is turf, and, practically, 
all of it is brought into town on the 
backs of women. In fact, in th< Be 
northern countries, the women do their 
full share of out-door work along with 
the men, sometimes, but more com- 
monly, with the boys. In the Orkneys, 
when the land is productive, gangs of 
them go about from farm to farm and 
from field to field, usually under the 
charge of a man, to sow aud hoe and 
mow, at sixtec a pence a day, eed al- 
though I can but think such occupation 
most demoralizing, yet the groups of 
women, with their variously colored 
dresses, make even a potato-patch look 
picturesque. What a beautiful exem- 
plification all this is of the practical 
application of women's right.- ! Every 
field is open to her here, and while at 
home an advocate of woman's rights 
wonld hardly venture to desire for any 
one of the sex the position of a field- 
hand, here it is not only an unquestioned 
right but a duty to dig and carry bur- 
dens for sixteen pence a day. 

I cannot hero enter into any history 
of the Shetlands further than to observe 
that they were probably occupied by 
the Picts for several cenrnr-es before 
the Christian era. Ruins of their huts 
are still to be seen. The name is a cor- 
ruption of Hiaitiland. Agricola is said 
to have discovered the Orkneys, nnd he, 
on tbe same authority, saw the Sbet- 
land*, and doubtless, the "Thnlo" of 
Tacitus is the Shetlands of tho present 
day. Its subsequent occupation by the 
Northmen was mainly begun in the Time 
of Harold Haarfager, king of Norway, 
who, by the tyranny of his rule, drove 
so many of his people to seek homes 
elsewhere, and the Shetlands became 
their principal rendezvous. From he r e 
it was they descended to the coasts of 
Scotland, England, Irelnnd and France, 
penetrating even into the Mediterranean, 
and, not content with there pillaging 
and plundering, they sought in the west 
new fields of enterprise. They reached, 
finally, the Faroe islands, and then Ice- 
land," Greenland and America. I am 
now upon their track, and in a few days 
shall see in Iceland the only spot where 
they cnltivated the arts of peace, and 
where their language for the first time 
took form and shape in a literature rich 
in the loftiest poetic images and philo- 
sophical reflections.

B iwdler, vhose plan ha* been under 
the oonsidetiftio'.i of the war office for 
two yeai pi-.!. it has been subjected 
to some preliminary trials by means of 
models on u: re than one occasion. 
These trials being made within doors 
aud in u still atmosphere, are said to 
have dt uioustrat. -d .ho practicability of 
navigating ballo ma in a still atmos- 
phere. The object of the forthcoming

same end can be attained in the open 
air under slightly adverse eirenn - 
stances, for to sail the balloon in oppo- 
sition to a strong wind is at present un- 
tfo.igtit of. It will be regarded as a 
great nnd important result it the bal- 
loon can be steered evt n a single point 
from tho direction of the wind, though 
there be ever so slight a breeze. The 
inventor, with Mr. Coxwell and Mr. 
Orton, another well known aeronaut, 
who is taking an interest and some part 
in the experiments, was again at the 
Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, yesterday, 
making arrangements for the ascent 
with Lient. Edwards, R. E., who is in 
charge of the works department, but 
the wind was again unfavorable, blow- 
ing with considerable velocity and 
directly seaward. The steering appa- 
ratus bronght down in a cab, cuisists of 
a screw propeller like that of a ship, of 
metal made as light as possible, ami is 
to be fixed to the car horizontally, and 
made to turn ut the rate of about four- 
teen revolutions per second by means of 
tome simile machinery worked by a 
single band winch in the car. A simi- 
lar screw, fixed vertically, and worked 
by the same gear, is designed for rais- 
ing and depressing the balloon without 
any expenditure of gas or ballast, and 
a disk shaped rudder of canvas to steady 
the balloon completes the apparatus, 
Mr. Coxwell much prefers the small 
screw propellers, which are but three 
feot in diameter, to those proposed by 
a French aeronaut, wbia)j are to be six- 
teen feet high, and are therefore re- 
garded as unmanageable and dangerous 
to the balloon, especially in the descent. 
The screw will probably be made some-' 
what larger if the trial is in the least 
dc-^r. e successful, but if is considered 
rable to • Shear power, if 

necessary, but multiplying the speed of 
revolution by the use of •some other 
motive power than inauual force, either 
electricity or atmospheric pressure or 
even the stem engine — an agent whicha 
has hitherto been discarded on account 
of its necessary weight and the risk at- 
tending it. Mr. Coxwell has recently 
instructed two detachments of the Ger- 
man army in military ballooning, but 
st. •< ring balloons formed no part of the 
drill, the principal purpose of which 
was to teach the troops the use of cap- 
tive balloons for feeonnoitering.

The American Literary Field. 

The American correspondent of an 
EegliBh review recently pointed out, 
in a letter treating of literary matters 
here, a tendency that it is worth our 
while to notice and examine « ith some 
care. We are by no means indebted to 
this writer for fin t calling our attention 
to a state of affairs that has long been 
perfectly obvious to every one who has 
| Btndied, however superficially, the con- 
dition of the American literary field ; 
but a paragraph of his letter presents 
the case with commeAable clearness 
I and truth, and will serve u» as a text 
better than any longer dissertation. 
"American journalism," he says, "is the 
magnet that attracts all young pens, 
aud there is hardly a rising man or 
woman who does rot contribute to the 
daily press. Formerly mis was not so. 
The passing generation of writers li ad 
little sympathy with newspapers. 'Let 
not your life be taken by newspapers,' 
was one of Thoreau's maxims It is im- 
possible to think of Emernon or Long- 
fellow, or Whittier, . r even the versatile 
Lowell, dashing off a leader, or writ- 
ing editorial paragraphs. To day's bat- 
tles are fought with newspapers, not 
books ; and bo young writers enlist 
where they are sure of seeing most ser- 
vice. Journalism is becoming a pro- 
fession, and as, in this country, it prom- 
ises the finest results in political and 
social influence, the next decade will 
see a great change for the better in onr 
press. In enterprise it to-day leads the 
world. In culture and dignity English 
journalism can give us lessons." 

That there are strong forces at work, 
besides mere inclination, to draw tho 
best writers to journalism, is a fact 
which doubtless accounts for a consid- 
erable part of this state of affairs. In 
the immediate compensation, and in the 
security that attends constant employ- 
ment and regularity of payment for it, 
journalism undoubtedly outbids liter- 
ary work of the other class. There are 
many men who can with perfect justice 
argue that they cannot afford to write 
even a successful book ; il faut vivre, 
and they cannot wait for slow retnrnB of 
sales and the hard-earned fame that 
comes at last. 

The last few years have seen in Amer- 
ica very few great books in any depart- 
ment of literature, scholarship or tic 
tion. Yet theie are men whom we could 
point onl — whom people constantly do 
point out — at work in tbe absorbing and 
intense labor of tbe daily press, who 
could make no trifling part of the liter- 
ptnre of a generation. The press cannot 
afford, it would seem, to loae their ser- 
vice ; but can general literature afford 
to lose it, either? 

Is there no way to solve the problem? 
Cannot press and literature advance 
with equal step ? Or must we give up 
the pursuit of one noble end in striving 
for the other? The question is worth 
the thought of both writers and read- 
ers.— Appleton'8 Journal. 

Bad Effects of Forest Cleaning. 

No country in the world perhaps pre- 
sents more striking proofs of the evil of 
excessive forest-clearing than the kha 
nate of Bokhara. Thirty years ago the 
khanato was well wooded <nd watered, 
and regarded by Central Asians as a so -t 
of terrestrial paradise. About twenty- 
five years ago the mania of forest clear- 
ing was begun, and continued until the 
heavy timber had entirely disappeared. 
What the improvidence and ignorance 
of the rulers spared, was utterly con 
sumed by the fury of civil war. Im 
mense tracts of land once well peopled 
and cultivated, deprived of fertilizing 
moisture, are now barren, treeless 
wastes. The water-courses being dried 
np, the system of canals, which spread 
like a net- work over the khanate, has 
been rendered useless. Tbe moving 
sands of the desert, no longer restrained 
by the forest-barriers, are slowly ad- 
vancing, filling up canal'Jsnd dried wa- 
ter-courses, and will continue their 
| noiseless and ceaseless in va ion until 
the whole khanate will be converted into 
a dreary waste as barren as tho wilder- 
ness separating it frcm Khiva. It is im 
probable that the khan possesses either 
the energy or the means necessary for 
i Quaker-like modesty of at I averting the desolation with whichjbia 
ire and a look so full of worldliness I territories are threatened.

The second annual report of the silk 
association of America gives a vast 
amount of statistical and other infor- 
matioh in regard to this new and rising 
industry. In the report of the secre- 
tary, Mr. Franklin Alien, the gratify- 
ing fact is noted that when, during the 
months following the financial panic, 
many mill.-* <^oducing other textile fa 
biics were caWfc r wholly olosed or re- 
duced to a ruinous running time, tho 
reduction from the usual hours of labor 
in all the silk mills was but twelve per 
cent. In no quarter was any general 
cessation recorded. The value of the 
capital inveatcd b the silk trade at the 
close of the year 1873 amounted to 815,- 
988,877. The number of hands em- 
ployed during the year was 10,657, of 
whom 7,208 were females. The amouut 
of wages distributed in tho aggregate 
was 83,722,988. The value of the pi 
ducta for tuetuuau y«ur wan aiU.b'J*,.

85,615,083 worth. Deducting front tbe 
I rand total floss silk, fringe Bilk, train 
and organdine as not being artie'es of 
complete manufacture, to the amount 
of 84,756,377, "eaves a total of 816,- 
157,500 of complete American Bilk msr- 
aiacture. The largest item was mc- 
chine twist, 85,658,332, ribbonB follow- 
ing with $2,652,011 ; passementarie, 
82,460,500 ; handkerchiefs and neckties.

An Alligator's Mouthful. 

Colonel Caleb G. Forshay, oi the 
New Orleans Academy of Science, ap- 
ropos of the question whether snakes 
swallow their young, states that this 
habit is certainly found among the al- 
ligators. "That alligators swallow 
their young," says Professor Forshay. 
" I have had ocular demonstration in* a 
single case, and have the universal tra- 
dition of negroes and whites in this re- 
gion of Louisiana, Mississippi, and 
Texas that such is their habit. " In the 
winter of 1842-43, I was engaged mak- 
ing a survey on the banks of the Homo- 
cbittn lake. The day was warm and 
sunny, and. as 1 halted near the margin 
of a pond partly dried up to pick up 
some shells, I started a littter of young 
alligators that scampered off, yelping 
like puppies, and retreating some twenty 
yards to the bank of lake Homochitto. 
I saw them reach their refuge in the 
mouth of a five-foot alligator. She ev- 
idently held open her month to receive 
them, as in single file they passed in 
beyond my observation. The dam 
then turned slowly round and slid down 
beneath the water, passing into a large 
opening in the bank beneath the root of 
a lar^e tree. Doubtless this refuge is 
temporary, and the young are released 
at their own or the mother's pleasure."

Generally we had on« 
large room, with puncheon floors and 
clapboard roofs made without nails, 
but supported by poles sustained 
by cross-pieces, in the winter we 
" chinked" thecracks between the logs, 
and in the summer we knocked 
out the chinking, which afforded light 
snd ventilation to the cabin. In those 
days no such thing as a glass window 
was ever seen. The whole end of the 
house composed the fire-place. Tim 
ber was convenient, and with the oxan 
we hauled up large logs and put them in 
the fire-place, filling the entire end of 
the house, and affording a warm, steady 
fire all night. Oh, who can tell the 
comforts of such a winter's fire, around 
which the family and the neighbors 
assembled, the boys sitting in the chim- 
ney-corner listening to the stirring sto- 
ries of the Revolution and Indian wars. 
Being in an extensive Scotch settlement 
and my father an educated Scotchman, 
the wars of Wallace an : Bruce carried 
on with King Edward were rehearsed, 
as well as that of the Donglass. There 
were no formalities which destroyed the 
sensibilities and gushing of the heart. 
No visiting cards in those days. You 
never heard a lady say, " I must make or 
return a call." I despise to hear it now. 
I have commanded my pretty daughters 
never to use the term, but they won't 
obey their "daddy;" they say they mnst 
conform to the fashion. On this subject 
I am a fogy. When the Bpirit moved 
our people, they came and found a 
warm welcome. No stranger wan driven 
froru their doors, but taken in and freely 
fed. The poor claimed kindred there, 
and had their claims allowed. 

" The broken soldier kindly bid to stay, 
Sat by bis fire and talked the night away. 
Wept o'er hia wonnds or tales of sorrow done, 
Shouldered hie crutch and showed how fields 
were won." 

When more than the family remained 
all night, curtains were stretched across 
the room, and comfortable lodgings 
given to our guests. There were no 
conventional rules stifling the nobler 
feelings of the heart, thereby destroy- 
ing the pleasures of society. 

^SNAKES. 

In those days this was the finest snake 
country that I have ever seen — the rat- 
tlesnake, the rusty highland moceasiin 
and the cotton-mouth, with their stumpy 
tails, which were the most venomous. 
Billy Rushing, robust and remarkable 
for his fine appearance, lived across the 
branch, about two hundred yards from 
our cabin, and as he stepped out about 




nine o'clock on an autumnal night, he 
was bitten upon the naked ankle by a 
rat 1 1.-. mik , I heard the scream. My 
father raMovto and I followed to see 
what was the matter. The force of the 
lick on the ankle where the poisonous 
fang was driven in was so violent that 
Mr. Rushing thought it was one of the 
weight polea on the root of the cabin 
that had fallen on his leg, and could 
not be convinced otherwise until the 
swelling began to rapidly extend np h-s 
leg, when by close inspection, the en- 
trance of the two fangs was discovered. 
The swelling was rapidly approaching 
the body. My father drenched him as 
we do a horse, with a bottle of wln:-ky, 
and got a bedcord and tied his foot up 
to the joist, keeping it elevated to 
make the swelling ascend. My impres- 
sion was, thongh it may be regarded 
improbable, his big toe swelled to the 
riz-i of a email watermelon. Every 
known remedy was applied, including 
the various snake roots and the poisoned 
stocg Mr. Rushing suffered greatly 
andMingered a long time. My opin- 
ion is that the whisky was a check 
if not an antidote to the poison and 
saved his life. When we moved to 
Snmner county ho was periodically af- 
fected by this bite, but survived matiy 
years, and now sleeps w"th his fathers. 
The next morning we found th« rattle- 
snake under the puncheon floor and 
killed him. He had sixteen rattles, and 
was, of course, that many years old. 
ThtB was an awful snake country, sure. 
Tho rattlesnakes lived and germinated 
in the cliflV, but came down into the 
settlements, and when molested struck 
with terrible fatality. He is a magnan- 
imous snake. The rattle is his battle- 
cry, and while he is giving wnrniug to 
the intruder he gets into the coil, with 
his head in the centre, and when he 
strikes he throws his whole body. 

ANOTHEB SNAKK STOKY. 

If it will not fatigne yon, ladies, I 
will give you another snake scene of 
the olden time, and then pursue my 
rambles. A neighbor with a wife and 
one child built his cabin on a flat rock 
among the cliffs, impervious to floods 
hut not to snakes. Up^n this rock 

' Peter bn'lt his cabin ; his winter fires 
were built iu tho center of the house ; 
the stack of rocks and mud protruded 
through the roof and carried off the 
smoke. Tho fires being kept during 
tho winter upon this floor, early in the 
sping, thawed the snakes. He and his 
wife and child occupied their only bed 
in the corner, elevated some two feet 
from the rock. Just before day he was 
awakened by the crawling of snakes 
over the bed, and their hissing all oier 
the la^nse. He soon became satisfied 
that his cnbin was infested with snakes. 
It was dangerons to attempt to walk 
across the rock floor to the door, as he 
could not avoid being enveloped by 
snakes, so he whispered to his wife to 
cover up her head and that of the child 
with the bed-clothes and hold them 
down, and remain in that condition 
until his return, as he was going to es- 
cape through the roof of the house 
and would bring relief by morning. 
Ho thus escaped, alarmed the neigh 
bors, who assembled at the break of 
day with guns and ropes. They exam- 
ined the situation and found that the 
floor and bed were covered with snakes. 
They got to tfc roof, made an opening, 
let down ropes that had "running 
nooses," ant. after great care and diffi- 
culty they were placed under the arms 
of his wife, and she holding to ber child 
they were safely drawn up, and thus 
saved from dAtruetiu:!. 

The rattlesnakes herd together and 
lay dormant under the rock and cliffs, 
and this rock happened to be their wiu- 
ter headquarters, and being thawed by 
the fire' that night they took tip their 
line of march. There were upwards o; 
a hnndred slain that morning and found 
among the embers of the burnt cabin. 

I I do not know how it is now, but T 
know that sixty years ago this was an 
awful snake country. Bnt I suppose 

I the snake, like the bear, the panther, 
wolf and Indian, has retired before the 
approach of civilization, and is now but 
seldom seen. 

OEN. JACKSON 
mi i* mont remarkable man, the great- 
est the world has produced since the 
days of Washington and Napoleoo. I 
believe him equal to either. He takes 
rank with such men as Ci»*=ar, 
Charles V. , and the Dnke of Marlbor- 
ough. Cromwell, the Dnke of Welling- 
ton, Bonaparte, and our own Washing- 
ton, Robert E. Lee, and Stonewall Jack- 
son. Such men are the growth of cen- 
turies. They are bright and brilliaut 
stars that take their place in history at 
long periods of time. And as time 
rolls on, and the distant ages come, their 
brightness increases and their glory is 
not diminished. Many are the interest- 
ing scenes of ^ickson's life which his 
ipher Peyton has omitted. Win a 
a boy, I saw him scare and put to flight 
twenty thousand men. The occasion 
was this : Grey-hound, a Kentucky 
horse, had beaten Double nead, a Ten- 
nessee horse, and they were afterwards 
matched for Cvo thousand dollars a 
side, to be run on the Clover bottom 
course. My uncle, Josephus H. Conn 
— who, by the death of my parents, be- 
came one to me, giving me such educa- 
tion as I received — carried me on hor«e- 
back behind him to ste the race. He 
set me on the cedar fence and told me 
to remain till he returned. In those 
days not only counties but states, in full 
feather, attended the race course as a 
great natk nal amusement, and the same 
is still kept up in France and England 
under the fostering care of each gov- 
ernment. There must have been twenty 
thousand persons present. I never wit 
nessed aneh fierce betting between the 
states. -*Money and negroes were put 
up. A large ponnd was filled with hor- 
ses and negroes bet on the resnlt of the 
race. The time had now arrived for 
the competitors to appeir on the track. 
I heard some lond talking, and looking 
down the track, I saw for the first 
time Gen. Jackson riding slowly on a 
gray horse, with long pistols held in 
each hand. I think they were as long 
as my arm, and had a mouth that a 
gronnd squirrel could enter. In his 
wake followed my nncle, Com;, Stokely 
1 >■ "nelson, Patton Anderson, and several 
others, as fierce as bull-dogs. As G >n. 
Jackson led the van and approached the 
judges' stand he was rapidly talking and 
gesticulating. As he came by me he 
said that he had'irrefragible proof that 
this was to be a jockey race ; that Grey- 
hound was seen in the wheat field the 
night before, which disqualified him 
for the race, and that his rider war to 
receive five hundred dollars to throw it 
off, and, by the eternal, he would shoot 
tho first man who bronght his horse up- 
on the track ; that the people's money 
should not be stolen from them in that 
manner. He talked incessantly/while 
the spittle rolled from his mouth and 
the fire from his eye. I have seen bears 
and wolves put at bay, but he was cer- 
tainly the most ferocious looking ani- 
mal that I had ever seen. His appear- 
ance and manner struck terror into the 
hearts of twenty thotiFand people. If 
they fe:t as I did, every one fxpected 
to be slain. He announced to the -par- 
ties if they wanted any lead in their 
hides jnst to bring their horses on the 
track, for, by the eternal, he would kill 
the fireman that attempted to do so. 
There was no response to this challenge, 
and after waiting some time, and they 
failing to appear, Gen. Jackson said it 
was a great mistake, in- the opinion of 
some, that he acted hastily and withont 
consideration. He would give the 
scoundrels a fair trial, and to that end 
he would constitute a court to investi- 
gate this matter, who would do justice 
to all parties. Thereupon he appointed 
a sheriff to keep order, and five judges 
to hear the case. Proclamation was 
made that the court was open and ready 
to proceed to business, and for the par- 
ties to appear and defend themselves. 
Not appearing. Gen. Jackson introduced 
the witnesses {proving the bribery of 
Grey-hound's rider, who was to receive 
five hundred dollars to throw off the 
race, having received two hundred and 
fifty dollars in advance, and that Grey- 
hound had been turned into the wheat 
field the nigh3|jcfore. He again called 
on the parties w appear and counteract 
this proof and vindicate their innocence. 
They failing to appear, Gen Jackson 
told tbe court that the proof was closed, 
and for them t-j render their judgment 
in the premises, which in a few moments 
was done in accordance with the faots 
proved. I was still on the fence form- 




ing one line of the large pound contain- 
ing the property bet on tho race. Each 
mm was anxious to get back his prop- 
' ertv. Gen. Jackson waived his hand 
ami announced the decision and said, 
" Now, gentlemen, go calmly and in or- 
der and each man take his own proper- 
ty." When the word was given the peo- 
ple came with a rush. It was more ter- 
rible than an army with banners. They 
came bulging against the fence, and in 
the struggle to get over they knocked it 
down for hundreds of yards. I was 
overturned and nearly tramped to death. 
Each man got his property, and thus 
the fraudulent race was broken up by 
an exhibition of the most extraordinary 
courage. He did that day what it would 
have required two thousand armed men 
to have effeoted. All this was effected 
by the presence and action of one man, 
an i without the drawing of one drop of 
blood. A certain knowledge that in one 
event streams of blood would have 
flown, effected this great and worthy 
object. 

OEN. JACKSON FBOTECTTNO A COfBT. 

If it will not fatigue yon, ladies, I 
will give you another scene in G^n. 
Jackson's life not found in Partou. Al- 
though Parton's life is interesting, an 1 
written with reasonable ability, it 
should have been written by a southern 
man, who has had the advantage of an 
intimate acquaintance with the old hero, 
who had been inspired by his genius 
and had had imparted to him tho fires 
which burned in his patriotic breast.

I 
took him to the clerk's office, read that 
entry si«nod by him, and asked him if 
he could explain the occasion of its be- 
ing made. He informed mo that he re- 
collected all the circumstances well, and 
said the first c#nnty court was held in 
a log cabin on the banks of ouo of the 
station camps. They had jurisdic-ion 
and took steps to put down the ficrhts 
and personal rencounters, that, were in 
those davs very frequent. Gen. Jack- 
son was the attorney general for Middle 
Tennessee. The two Kirkendalls were 
the great bullies of that creek. They 
were spirited and powerful men. They 
held tha the sitting of the court, taking 
such jurisdiction, invaded their domin- 
ions, and they weat in a bullying man- 
ner and dispersed the court, and or- 
dered it never to meet again. Gen. 
Jackson heard of it and attended the 
next term, carrying upon his arm his 
saddle bags, containing his long black 
bull dogs. He placed his saddle ha^p 
in a eornor of the house. The iostioes 
took the bench and the sheriff pro- 
claimed the court open. Tho Kirken- 
d dl3 appeared and ordered the court to 
disperse. In the confusion and terror 
of the hour the sheriff failed to arrest 
the parties and restore order. At t'ji- 
juncture Gen. Jackson appeared hi lore 
the court and denonuced the bullies and 
their conduct, and told the court if 
they would appoint him their officer he 
would arrest them and have order. His 
proposition was rea lily accepted. Jack- 
son seized one of the Kirkendalls, who 
was a terror to the cenntrv ; they 
I clinched and got outside, and being on 
i the edge of the bluff, the bully threw 
Jackson, and they rolled over and over 
down the bluff into the crt ek. When 
tbe bully thought he had conquered 
Jackson he left him. But the old gam< 
cock ceme rushing up the hill, as wet as 
ah otter, in search of his brll-dogs, 
Ho grasped them, and pointing one at 
each of the bnllies, arrested them and 
brought them before the court. They 
were heavily fined and order was re 
stored, and hence the thanks of this 
court were extended to Gen. Jackson 
for efficient conduct.

the St. Louis Republican, small quanti- 
ties of camel's hair have been shipped 
to this country to seek a market, and it 
has been utilized in various ways, but 
not to such an extent us has usually 
been imagined. Camel's hair con-ids 
of several grades and qualities, from 
the wool that lays close to tho animal's 
hide to the long si 
a portion of its boi 
wool is sheared ! 
same as wool from sheep, and pocked in 
bales for transportation. Heretofore all 
this material has come from Western 
Asia, Arabia, and Persia, from whence 
it was sent westward tlirongh Russia to 
the Baltic ports, and there shipped 
mostly to Liverpool and London, from 
whence it found its way to all parts of 
the world. The fibre" though lon»7 is 
coarse and strong, and makes dress 
goods for winter wear of a somewhat 
rough and shaggy appearance. It is 
only woven into cloth, however, with a 
wool body, as its texture would not ad- 
mit of its being used alone. The coarser 
hair and the wool that accompanies it 
are used in the manufacture of carpets, 
ond are found well adapted for that pur- 
pose. Though popular to a certain ex- 
tent, the use of camel's hair in the 
United States has been somewhat limit 
ed : but an effort is now making to im- 
port it in larger quantities, and to find 
Lew useB for it. The importations 
heretofore through Russia have been ex- 
pensive, but receutly large quanti- 
ties have been obtained from China. 
Occasionally small lots have arrived 
from China in sailing vessels aronnd 
Cape Horn ; but tho trade in this way 
has been so insignificant that no notice 
was taken of it, and the chief supply 
has, up to the present, been had by wny 
of Europe. Now, however, it is found 
that the din ct tra-'e with China is the 
most profitable, and every effort will be 
made to foster it. Since the first of the 
year the arrival of camel's hair from all 
sources has been much larger than ever 
before, and as the thread is thought 
well off, somo new uses will bo found 
for it. 

Camel's hair promises soon to become 
n valuable article of trade, and will un- 
doubtedly enter into various manufac- 
turer.
